The New Bill Introduced by Assem- 
blyman Thompson. 


An Act to provide for the storage of 


and internal improvements and to re- 
ciaim the arabic desert lauds and de- 
velop the agricultaral resoarces of the 
State of Nevada, aod to provide funds 
for the payment of the same: 


Wauergas, The State of Nevada has 
received from the General Government, 
* grant of two million acres of land in 
lieu of the sixteenth and thirty-e:xth 
sections, previvasly granted to the State 
of Newada, the proceeds from the sale 
of which are to be placed to the credit 
of the Schoo! Fand of the State; and 

Wuergas, Under an Act of Congress, 
approved September 4, 1841, aud ap 
Ac! approved March 21, 1864, a grant of 
500,000 acres of land was made to the 
State of Neveda for internal improve- 
mebis; and 

Wuerxas, The eelection of said land« 
are not confined to any particular seo- 
on of anap lands; nnd 

Wuereas, The grester portion of un- 
appropriated lands in the State of Ne- 
vade is known to be desert, waste and 
actuslly valneiess and without sale, an- 
less water for the purpcse of irrigation 
cau be brought upon them, and the land 
properly and systematically irrigated, 
crops of all kinds osn be saccessfally 
rei-ed; und 

Wuergas, The permanent settlement, 
growib, wealth and independence of the 
Staté and people, as well as the sule of 
Schoul lands, depend upun the reciama- 

1on of these desert lauds; now, there- 

fore 

The people of the State of Nevada, rep- 
resented in Sepate and Assembly, do 
enxnct as follows: 

Szcrion 1. A Boarc of Reclamation 
Cowmissioners is hereby crested, tv 
consist of five members, to be known as 

be ‘Board of Reclamation and [oterpai 

Improvements,’’. for the storage of 
water and reclamation of the arabie des- 
et lauds in this State. Said Board to 
consist of the Governor, the Surveyor

vada is hereby divided into seven Inter- 
nal Improvement and Reclamation Dis- 
trictey, of which Dongias, Ormsby, Es- 
meéralda, Lyon aud Storey shall cunati- 
tute the First District, Washoe county 
‘he Second District, Churchill county 


| the Third District, Homboidt county 


the Fourth District, Eiko county the 
Fifth District, Leander, Eureka and 
White Pine counties the Sixth District, 
and Nye and Lincoln eounties the Sev- 
enth District. At the general election 
in eighteen hundred and ninety, and at 
ach general election thereafter, there 
hall be elected from the State at large 
‘wo Reclamation Commissioners, on+ 
who sball serve for the term of tw: 
years, and one for the term of fon: 
years, from and after the first Monda, 
in January next sacceeding such elec- 
uon. ‘The office of said Buard shall b+ 
in the State Capitol buildiug, at the sent 
of Government. The Board shall adopt 
rales and regulations for the transaction 
of its business. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Reclamation 
shali invite, receive and procure inform- 
ation and statistics in regard to ali public 
lands within this State, and the waters 
rupnping therein, which are or may be- 
cowe possible of reclamation, by means 
of conducting apon them the anap- 
propristed waters running through nat- 
ural or artificial channels within thi- 
State, end shall report the seme, togetk- 
er with an approximate estimate of the 
costs snd results of sach proposed re 
clamation, at each biennial session of 
he Leyislature. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Reclamwatiou 
shali also invite, receive, procure and 
vubli-bh facts and statistics regarding the 
uatoral water cours:s of this State and 
evetal districts, iucludiug source, sup- 
vly, water power, fall and other matters 


‘he most practical methods for utilizing 
the same, either for milling, mining, 
wanufactaring or agricultural purposes, 
in Order that said information may be 
offered for the attraction of dormant 
capital and the encouragement of indi- 
vidual ente prise. 

Szo. 4. Iteball be the daoty of the 
Sarveyor General, ex-officio, to fornish 
the: Board of Keolamation, witbin a 
rensonable time, maps, profiles and esti- 
mates to determine the cheapest and 
most economical aod valuable routes 
ior capals, rerervoirsand other improve- 
m+Bts for irrigation and milling par- 
poses; and also to furoish mapx, plave 
aod estimates for the purpose of build- 
ing reservoirs, dams, etc., connected 
with the storing and preserving of waste 
water. 

bec. 5. The Board of Reclamation 
sball bave the power to divide the S:ate 
into diatricts, and to appoint a Saper- 
intendent for each Reclamution District 
witbia the State, which they may estab- 
uth and defiue, whose daties it sball be 
to soperintend the building, constracting 
snd maivtenavce of the capala, dam> 
and other like worke within his District 
as 80 definec. 

Seo. 6. The work of building and 
constructing apy and all capals, dams 
and other improvements shall be done 
by contract, if done by private parties, 
the contract to be let to the iowest re- 
sponsible bidder. The work done by 
contract shall be in lots of one or more 
sections, seid sections [ being] not being 
more than one mile in length, as indi- 
cated by the maps, profilee, plans and 

ions prepered by the Surveyor 
, aud by said Board
